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1. <A laborer at the Altenburg (Ii 51/K 27) airfield said on 26 September 
1950 that he had to ship materials for about three more weeks before 
the field wold be serviceable and he would then be transferred to 
another place, 


2. Detween 1h and 29 Septombor 1950 the field was still oceupied by 32 
twin-engine NC-3s and 500 to GOO men. # There were no jet fighters 
at the fleld. Only a few flichts were made durinz the day. <A mobile 
radio station was set up during flying activity. A stationary radio 
station was in the flizht control building. 


3. The runway was almost completed. [Repairs were beinc made on the old 
runway, #+ Almost all temporary buildinzs were moved to the southern 
section of the field where the runmvay terminated and a concrete platforn 
was probably being constructed. The runway was G0x1,000 meters, A 
wooded area of about 60 hectares was cleared for an extension of the run 
way to the northeast. Lanes, each about 20 x 200 meters, were cut which 
were possibly to be used as aircraft parkine sites. The old road to the 
field was interrupted by a deep trench at thealge of the field, The
